If, ag is hinted, there is to be 
a General Election in Britain 
next month, the prospects are 
that the Baldwin Administration 
will bo given a fresh: lease of 
life. This seems more assured 
than ever from the fact that the 
Labour Party .is in full accord 
with the Government in the 
Policy it is following in the pre 
sent international crisis, In 
this matter, the whole of Britain, 
if we except a fow isolationists, 
are united in full support of the 
League Covenant. It is of inter- 
est at the moment to draw atten-. 
tion to the attitude of. tho 
Labour ‘Party on the - Italo- 
‘Ethiopian dispute. This has. 
been clearly stated in an official 
declaration, which -condemns_the. 
provocative and defiant attitude 
of Italy and pledges Labour sup- 
port. for action by the League. 
But the declaration does ‘not stop 
at that, It-goes-on to outline 
future policy for preventing a 
recurrence of such crises. ‘The 
view is expressed that it is neces- 
sary to -cradicate the evils and 
dangers arising from the present 
economic position, uspecially in 
regard to the-control of raw 
materials in colonial possessions, 
and therefore asks that the Gov- 
ernment should sumnion a world 
economic conference for the pur- 
pose of securing international 
control of such supplies, with the 
xpplication of the principle of 
economic opportunity to all 
nations in the undeveloped re- 
gions of the earth. This ques- 
tion is at the moment receiving 
considerable attention, and there 
is much in the contention that if 
raw ‘materials were internation- 
ally controlled and made avail 
able to all, according to world 
requirement, by purchase instead 
of conquest, -ninety per cent, of 
the ‘causes of war would be re- 
moved. In: this connection, it 
should be borne in.mind that the 
League system ‘is based on the 
principle of pooled security; and 
the natural corollary ‘to -pooled 
security is the pooling of econo- 
mic resources. Without this, no 
real system of international co- 
operation ean be complete. This 
doce not’ imply destruction of 
the British Empire, but it does 
envisage a wider co-operation be-

. flwveen that Empire and’ the rest 


of the world. There scems no 
other rord to world peace than 


day and age. No dovbt many of 
the Corps men and wonien know 
something of tho work of Red Cross 
units in'war, ‘Those who do, and 
who still volunteer to make this 
African journey, deserve the more 
credit, But those who wish to. go 
for the adventure of the thing as 
well ng with san altruistic motive, 


should heed d_ word , of warning. 


They must “remember that they 
will be working behind? an army 
which docs not possess the high 
degree of eflictency or organisation 
or defensive, strength which the 
British and their -allies possessed 
during the Great War; they will be 
behind an army‘ of wild tribesmen 
who, unless we-are much mistuken, 
will be” fightiiy a: 
cumpaign, largely of guerilla 
tactics, in-country wilder and more 
dangerous from a point of view of 
health, than imything in China. 
Their work, nerve-wracking and ex- 
hausting, will have an clement: of 
danger not to be overlooked. They 
will probably be succouring an army 
in retreat. The trials they must 
face, the hazards they will en- 
counter, and the unending sacrifice 
which must be theirs, are not for 
tho weak or faint-hearted. Should 
they go, should the necessary funds 
be forthcoming and no hindrance 
put in their way, these volunteers 
will have the blessing of us all, 
But they will-need the strength of 
martyrs.
